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To  the    Honorable,  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Missouri: 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  governing  Normal  Schools  and  Lincoln  Institute,  I 
herewith  submit  the  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  showing  a  condensed  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  all  departments,  from  the  appropriations 
for  the  years  1917  and  1918. 

While  Lincoln  Institute  is,  in  a  general  way,  fairly  well 
provided,  yet  in  modern  equipment  and  in  means  of  teaching 
in  an  up-to-date  fashion,  her  needs  are  very  great.  For  instance, 
until  this  time  little  has  been  done  to  insure  the  health  of  its 
students  and  teachers.  Yet,  as  is  well  known,  nothing  makes 
more  serious  ravages  on  the  Negro  than  disease  and  ill  health. 
With  the  small  means  at  our  disposal  we  were  able  last  summer 
to  equip  a  Hospital  Room  in  each  of  the  two  dormitories,  one 
for  the  girls  and  one  for  the  boys.  Here  simple  instruction 
is  being  given  in  Nurse  Training  and  in  the  care  of  the  sick. 
These  rooms  have  already  rendered  great  service  in  caring  for 
the  sick.  We  hope  to  enlarge  this  service  and  to  add  to  it  the 
services  of  an  Institute  Physician. 

Lincoln  Institute  has  been  unfortunate  in  its  seating. 
As  the  furniture  was  purchased  from  time  to  time,  when  money 
was  available  for  the  same,  practically  every  style  of  school 
room  seating  known  is  represented  in  the  Main  Building.  This 
makes  a  very  unhappy  appearance  as  a  visitor  goes  from  room 
to  room.  Moreover,  it  is  bad  education  for  students  to  see 
this  sort  of  irregularity  from  day  to  day. 

At  the  begining  of  the  present  school  year,  a  regular  Laundry 
system  was  put  in  operation.  The  laundering  is  now  done 
under  the  supervision  of  a  regular  laundry  teacher,  and  the 
students  are  taught  the  modern  methods.  However,  the  con- 
ditions under  which  this  is  being  done,  are  very  trying.  Three 
rooms  in  different  parts  of  the  basement  of  the  girls'  dormitory 
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are  used  for  washing,  drying  and  ironing.  Certainly,  no  greater 
help  could  be  given  to  the  colored  students  who  wish  to  learn 
laundering  as  a  trade,  than  to  give  them  a  laundry  building  with 
modern  equipment.  Such  would  be  a  contribution,  not  only 
to  their  education,  but  to  the  industry  of  the  State  of  Missouri. 

This  year  the  Board  is  trying  to  make  the  farm  belonging 
to  Lincoln  Institute  a  still  larger  means  of  education,  as  well 
as  a  producer  of  more  food  supplies.  Our  plan  being  to  teach 
all  forms  of  agriculture  on  the  farm  and  to  use  the  animals, 
the  machinery  and  the  produce  for  educational  purposes. 

Surely,  if  there  is  anything  in  which  the  negro  should 
and  generally  does  excel,  it  is  in  farming  and  in  the  industries 
like  laundering.  Anything  that  this  General  Assembly  does 
to  increase  the  facilities  on  the  farm  and  in  the  laundry  will 
result  in  an  asset,  not  merely  to  the  Negro  Race,  but  to  the 
State  of  Missouri. 

Under  financial  stress,  the  salaries  of  teachers  at  Lincoln 
Institute  were  reduced  during  the  past  biennial  period.  Unhap- 
pily this  reduction  was  at  the  time  when  the  price  of  living  was  at 
the  highest.  A  slight  increase  was  granted  at  the  beignning 
of  the  present  school  year.  Several  teachers  are  now  holding 
their  places  on  sentiment  rather  than  on  the  salaries  paid. 
These  teachers  have  had  larger  salaries  offered  elsewhere,  but 
they  like  their  work  here  and  prefer,  with  the  hope  of  an  increase, 
to  remain.  Moreover,  securing  other  good  teachers  is  a  matter 
of  competition,  and  with  the  high  salaries  now  paid  in  Institu- 
tions generally,  it  is  impossible  to  secure  in  many  capacities 
well  prepared  teachers.  A  good  instance  of  this  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  this  Board  has  found  it  impossible  to  get  a  teacher 
of  mechanics  and  auto  repairing  for  this  year,  yet  this  is  the 
most  important  position  we  have  in  the  manual  training  depart- 
ments. These  men  were  being  paid  so  well  in  other  institu- 
tions, that  they  could  not  be  induced  to  leave  for  the  salary 
our  school  was  able  to  offer. 

Like  several  of  the  Institutions  of  this  State,  Lincoln  In- 
stitute was  this  year  visited  by  fire.  As  far  as  could  be  found 
out,  the  fire  was  the  result  of  crossed  wires.  That  the  fire  was 
confined  and  caused  as  little  damage  as  it  did,  was  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  students,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  fire 
chief  of  Jefferson  City  and  his  assistants.  Although  school 
work  was  only  delayed  one  day,  a  good  deal  of  damage  was  done 
to  the  Main  Building.     This  fire  brings  to  the  surface  several 
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things:  1st,  the  whole  electric  lighting  system  needs  overhaul- 
ing. 2nd,  The  need  of  insurance  on  all  school  property.  3rd, 
The  tower  of  the  Main  Building  will  have  to  be  repaired.  The 
braces  and  bars  were  burned  away  in  the  two  top  floors  of  the 
towrer  and  we  estimate  that  it  will  cost  at  least  85,000.00  to 
repair  this  and  the  attendant  damages. 

Lincoln  Institute  is  open  at  all  times  to  visitors  and  to 
Inspectors.  We  do  not  shrink  from  criticism  and  suggestions, 
but  rather  invite  them.  It  is  the  earnest  craving  of  the  colored 
people  of  Missouri  that  this  be  made  the  best  school  of  its  kind 
this  side  of  the  Mississippi.  These  colored  people  want  to  send 
their  children  to  Lincoln  Institute  for  training  in  every  branch 
of  service.  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Board  for  both  economic 
and  patriotic  reasons,  to  grant  this  request.  Whatever  else 
may  be  urged  against  the  Negro,  when  we  look  upon  the  prog- 
ress he  has  made  in  education  and  in  industry  and  in  serving 
his  people,  we  shall  have  to  admit  that  very  few  dollars  have 
been  spent  in  vain  upon  Negro  Education. 

Although  our  financial  needs  were  very  great  and  our  funds 
inadequate  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  school  to  the  best  advan- 
tage, as  has  been  recited  in  part  heretofore,  yet  by  the  practice 
of  the  most  rigid  economy,  this  Board  by  the  co-operation  of 
all  of  the  employees  of  the  school  is  able  to  greet  this  Fiftieth 
General  Assembly  with  the  statement  that  we  have  in  no  in- 
stance exceeded  the  appropriations  made  for  us  by  the  Forty- 
Ninth  General  Assembly.  We  can  go  even  further  and  say  that 
at  the  request  of  the  Governor  we  attempted  and  did  do  our 
part  in  making  up  the  deficiencies  in  the  revenues  of  the  State 
of  Missouri,  although  we  were  not  able  to  save  as  much  as 
requested,  yet  by  paring  our  salary  list  to  the  bone  and  doing 
only  such  other  work  as  seemed  necessary  to  keep  us  from  clos- 
ing our  doors  we  were  able  to  make  a  considerable  saving.  A 
detailed  statement  of  the  funds  from  which  these  savings  were 
made  is  shown  in  the  condensed  statistical  report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  made  from  the  appropriations  for  the  past 
biennial  period,  which  is  shown  on  the  subsequent  pages.

The  Board  has  an  unpaid  bill  for  electric  current,  due  to  the  State  Prison,  which  the 
Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  claims  amounts  to  $1,618.37.  In  explanation  we  wish  to 
say  that  the  Board  made  its  first  contract  for  electric  current  with  Mr.  Henry  Andrae,  then 
Warden  of  the  State  Prison  and  afterwards  made  a  tentative  agreement  with  one  of  his 
successors,  for  a  new  contract  based  on  meter  readings.  After  considerable  delay,  meters 
were  installed,  but  in  the  mean  time,  the  present  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  took  charge 
and  rendered  accounts  for  the  electric  current  based  on  meter  readings.  The  Board  of 
Regents  being  dissatisfied  with  the  price  charged  for  the  current  furnished,  declined  to  allow 
this  account,  and  no  agreement  having  as  yet  been  reached,  the  account  still  remains  unpaid. 
We  therefore  submit  this  account  to  this  General  Assembly  for  re-appropriation  or  such  other 
relief  for  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  as  shall  be  deemed  proper.

REPORT

To  the   Honorable,  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Missouri. 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  governing  Normal  Schools  and  Lincoln  Institute,  I 
herewith  submit  the  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  for  all  de- 
partments, from  the  appropriations  for  the  years  1915  and  1916. 

As  it  has  become  the  custom  in  these  reports,  so  to  do,  I  de- 
sire to  make  the  following  statements  and  recommendations  on 
behalf  of  the  Board. 

Some  of  the  members  of  this  Board,  when  appearing  before 
the  appropriation  Committee  of  the  48th  General  Assembly, 
asked  in  the  name  of  the  negro  race,  for  better  appropriations 
for  the  school  than  had  been  given  in  the  past,  saying  that  Lin- 
coln Institute  stood  for  the  negro  race,  as  their  only  chance  for 
higher  education,  while  the  white  students  of  this  state  may 
turn  either  to  their  State  University,  the  School  of  Mines  or  any 
one  of  their  five  normal  schools  for  their  chances. 

This  plea  seemed  to  have  been  heeded,  and  better  appro- 
priations were  made  in  the  departments  indicated  by  us,  and  we 
have  been  able  to  develop  some  of  the  departments  very  mate- 
rially and  especially  the  farm  and  shops. 

You  all  know  that  Lincoln  Institute  provides  the  only  means 
which  the  State  of  Missouri  has  for  training  teachers  to  supply 
the  public  schools  for  negroes  of  the  state,  and  it  is  therefore 
needless  for  us  to  impress  further  upon  you  the  necessity  for  mak- 
ing ample  provisions  for  the  college  and  normal  departments, 
except  to  say  that  the  school  to  be  within  modern  ideas  should 
be  continuous,  that  we  should  not  close  in  the  summer  time,  and 
that  ample  provision  should  be  made  for  a  summer  term,  as 
that  is  the  only  time  in  which  those  who  are  already  engaged  in 
teaching  can  better  themselves  in  the  work  they  have  under- 
taken.    As  it  is  now,  if  any  negro  engaged  in  teaching  in  tjiis 
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slate  wishes  to  broaden  himself  in  the  work  he  is  doing,  he  must 
leave  the  state  to  do  so.     This  is  not  right. 

The  Industrial  Department  of  Lincoln  Institute  has  been 
developed  wonderfully  in  the  last  ten  years.  We  now  maintain 
with  good  success,  the  following  departments:  Agriculture, 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Woodturning,  Carpentering,  Blacksmith- 
ing,  Machinery,  Automobile  Repairing,  Tailoring  and  Shoemak- 
ing  and  this  year  have  added  Bricklaying  and  Cement  work  for 
boys;  Laundry,  Plain  Sewing,  Dressmaking  and  Millinery  for 
girls,  and  last  but  not  least,  by  any  means,  a  Cooking  School  for 
both  boys  and  girls.  This  Cooking  School  we  are  very  proud 
of,  and  hope  to  demonstrate  if  possible  to  all  of  you,  before  the 
end  of  the  session. 

.This  Board  desires  again,  as  it  did  last  year,  to  lay  special 
stress  upon  the  appropriations  for  the  Agricultural  Department. 
On  the  proper  maintenance  of  this  department  rests  an  annual 
gift  from  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Missouri  of  $50,000.00 
or  $100,000.00  for  the  biennial  period.  Think  of  it;  more  than 
the  State  of  Missouri  has  ever  actually  expended  in  the  same 
period  on  Lincoln  Institute  in  all  of  its  departments  combined. 
Is  it  not  well  to  keep  an  eye  on  this  matter? 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  and  faculty,  we  ex- 
tend to  all  members  of  this  General  Assembly,  a  cordial  invita- 
tion to  visit  Lincoln  Institute  at  any  time.  You  will  not  find  us 
on  dress  parade,  but  in  our  working  clothes,  and  that  is  what  we 
want  you  to  see.  Not  what  we  hope  to  attain  and  how  we  ex- 
pect to  look  when  we  have  attained  our  aims,  but  how  we  look 
while  we  are  trying  to  accomplish  our  aims  and  how  we  look 
while  we  are  expending  the  State's  money. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  made 
from  the  appropriations  for  the  past  biennial  period  will  be 
found  on  the  subsequent  pages.

To  the  Honorable,   the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of    Missouri: 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  governing  Normal  Schools  and  Lincoln  Institute, 
I  herewith  submit  the  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  Lincoln  Institute,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
all  departments  from  the  appropriations  for  the  years  1913 
and    1914. 

Acting  as  spokesman  for  the  Board  I  desire  to  make  a  few 
plain   statements. 

We  believe  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  have  not  fully  realized  the  importance  of  Lincoln  Institute. 
The  appropriations  we  have  received  in  the  past  indicate  an 
awakening  to  this  importance,  but  a  full  realization  has  not  as 
yet   been   reached. 

A  very  beneficent  change  was  made  by  the  47th  General 
Assembly,  in  that  a  number  of  appropriations  of  small  sums  were 
merged  into  one  appropriation.  This  is  a  great  advantage  to  the 
Board.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  place  before  you  or  your 
committee  exact  estimates  of  expenditures  for  each  item  necessary 
for  the  support  of  the  school  for  a  two  year  period.  Some  items 
we  may  think  we  have  made  ample  provisions  for,  and  find  the 
amount  insufficient.  With  other  funds  we  have  had  the  opposite 
experience.  By  combining  these  appropriations,  as  was  done 
two  years  ago,  the  Board  is  able  to  work  to  the  best  advantage 
of  the  school. 

We  believe  the  items  of  the  appropriations  should  be  con- 
fined to  three  (3)  items  and  these  three  only,  viz: 

1st.     Salaries  in  all  departments. 

2nd.  Support  and  maintenance  in  all  departments,  this  to 
include  any  necessary  equipment  for  departments  not  up  to 
standard. 

3rd.     Repairs   and  improvements. 

The  third  item  could  be  divided  in  case  of  special  appropria- 
tions for  new  buildings,  or  where  large  items  of  repairs  or  im- 
provements were  to  be  made.  We  earnestly  recommend  this 
action  by  you  in  making  appropriations  for  this  year. 
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We  believe  it  wrong  in  many  instances  to  "copy"  from 
others  too  much,  but  all  persons  are  not  gifted  alike  and  some  of 
the  people  of  the  world  think  of  things  that  others  do  not.  We 
therefore  believe  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  school  and 
State  for  the  Board  or  at  least  some  of  its  representatives  to 
visit  other  institutions  of  a  like  character  to  Lincoln  Institute 
and  see  how  they  conduct  their  work.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  provision  be  made  for  the  Board  or  at  least  some  of 
its  representatives  to  visit  during  the  coming  biennial  period 
such  of  the  schools  in  the  United  States  as  seem  to  be  succeeding 
along  lines  where  we  are  weak. 

Taking  the  work  of  the  School  in  detail  the  Board  wishes 
to  say  as  follows: 

The  work  of  the  Academic  and  Normal  Departments  is 
good.  With  more  appropriations  for  teaching  force  and  facili- 
ties, they  could  be  improved  wonderfully,  but  with  the  limited 
funds  at  our  command  we  are  proud  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
faculty  have  carried  on  the  work. 

The  Industrial  Departments  show  a  wonderful  improvement 
over  the  past  years.  We  are  at  present  carrying  on  instruction 
in  Laundry,  Plain  Sewing,  Advanced  Sewing,  Millinery  and  Cook- 
ing for  girls,  and  Blacksmithing,  Machine  work  (including 
Automobile),  Woodworking  (with  mechanical  drawing  as  auxil- 
iary), Shoemaking,  and  Tailoring  for  boys.  None  of  these 
departments  are  poor.  They  are  all  doing  good  work.  This 
year  we  have  also  added  a  class  in  cooking  for  boys. 

Last  but  not  least  in  importance  is  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment. This  department  causes  the  Board  more  trouble  and 
worry  than  any  other  two  departments  of  the  school.  First 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  State  is,  to  speak  plainly,  practi- 
cally nothing,  when  compared  with  the  work  expected  to  be  done. 
The  United  States  gives  to  the  State  of  Missouri  $50,000.00 
annually  to  be  divided  amongst  the  schools  in  the  State  for 
instruction  in  agriculture,  horticulture,  mechanic  Arts  and  the 
English  language  used  in  connection  therewith,  the  State  of 
Missouri  being  required  to  furnish  the  schools  and  all  equipment, 
and  pay  the  larger  expense  therefor.  These  schools  must  be 
maintained  so  that  all  individuals  regardless  of  race  or  color 
may  attend.  Lincoln  Institute  Agricultural  department  is  nec- 
essary to  the  State  of  Missouri  in  order  to  get  this  grant.  With- 
out Lincoln  Institute  the  State  would  not  be  entitled  to  draw 
the  money. 
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Every  year  the  inspectors  from  the  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  INTERIOR,  Bureau  of  Education,  visit  Lincoln  Institute 

Agricultural  Department  and  their  invariable  complaint  is 
"you  do  so  little."  Gentlemen  we  leave  it  to  you,  what  can  we 
do  on  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  a  two  year  period  (amount- 
ing exactly  to  $83.33  per  month,)  towards  carrying  on  experi- 
ments in  agriculture,  horticulture,  stock  raising,  etc.,  to  say 
nothing  of  purchasing  necessary  equipment  in  the  shape  of 
farm  tools,  blooded  sires  and  dams  for  the  foundations  of  new 
herds,  and  buildings  necessary  to  house  all  of  these? 

We  do  the  best  we  can.  Last  year  we  disposed  of  an 
impractical  25  acre  property  that  we  wrere  using  and  with  the 
proceeds  purchased  60  acres  of  hill  and  creek  bottom  lands, 
with  a  small  house  and  inadequate  barn  thereon.  Of  this 
property  we  set  aside  some  20  acres  for  strictly  experimental 
purposes  in  agriculture.  The  balance  was  used  as  far  as  possible 
for  experimental  purposes,  but  with  a  main  idea  in  view  of  making 
the  same  self  supporting.  This  does  not  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  of  the  United 
States,  but  what  better  can  we  do?  We  leave  the  matter  in 
your  hands. 

We  ask  the  members  to  visit  this  farm,  give  us  your  support 
and  let  us  co-operate,  lest  the  State  of  Missouri  lose  this  $50,- 
000.00  annual  benefit  from  the  United  States,  which  we  surely 
will  some  day  unless  we  carry  on  the  work  in  a  larger  and  better 
plan. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  and  faculty,  I  extend 
a  cordial  invitation  to  all  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
to  visit  Lincoln  Institute  in  all  of  its  departments.  Do  not 
send  word  of  your  coming,  but  drop  in  informally  and  see  the 
school  in  its  working  clothes.  If  you  see  good  work  done  (and 
you  will),  your  commendation  can  best  be  shown  by  as  liberal 
provisions  for  carrying  on  the  work  as  the  revenues  of  the  State 
will  permit. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
made  from  the  appropriations  for  the  past  biennial  period 
will  be  found  on  the  subsequent  pages.
